Confronted with the greatest num- 


ber of disaster;; sinking in any 12- 
nionlli period uf its history, the Aincr- 
aicn Red Cross during the past year 
provided emergency relief and re- 
hahililalion to 1UO.OOO persons nt the 
scene of 147 catastrophes, according 
to a statement issued by Mrs' J. G. 
Martindale chairman of the Hempstcad 
County Red Cross Roll call drive. 


The alarming rise in disasters, Mrs. 


Martindale pointed out, represented 
H figure approximately 50 per cent 
higher than the average frequency re- 
corded since 1881 when the Red Cross 
emblem into virtually every stale in 
the Union. 


"Although the types of disaster vari- 


ed," the local chairman pointed out. 
"the result in most eases was the 
same.

With the help of a committee composed 
of leading local citizens grants are 
made for the rebuilding of homes and 
lh<; |)iircha.se of esscntail household 
goods and clothing.

lilHTOIl'S NOTE: The men who 


laid the foundations for the world 
peace movement nil are gone. Again 
their work lias been obscured and 
peace forces reduced by war rag- 
ing in the world. But war notwith 
standing, peace still is an organiz- 
ed movement. This story tells of 
the work now actively underway 
for peace in this country.

WASHINGTON — Of all the varie- 


gated lobbies and pressure 
groups 


that agitate in behalf of particular in- 
terests in national affairs, there are 
but two groups conducting active, clay- 
to-day lobbying work for the most 
important movement to the country to- 
day—peace. 


Peace societies in the United Stat- 


es are almost innumerable; but the 
active campaigns for peace simmer 
down to a few which are clearly de- 
fined and make a broad survey of the 
peace' movement fairly simple. 


The two lone groups aggressively 


fighting with active lobbies at the 
national capital arc the National Coun- 
cil for the Prevention of War and the 
Women's 
International

League 
for 


The National Council is composed 


of a number of national groups, rang- 
ing all the way from the American 
Federation of Teachers and the Board 
.of Christian Education of the Church 
of the Brcthcrcn to the Peace Associa- 
tion of Friends in America.

butions, which come mostly from in- 
dividuals rather than from' the parti- 
cipating groups, hs national execut- 
ive staff is directed by Frederick J.

It also maintains offices in 
Philadelphia, New York, Boston and 
Chicago, and has an organization of 
volunteer committees in oilier leading 
cities to conduct its educational work 
Like the National Council, it fought 
actively against repeal of Hie arms 
embargo this fall. 


Make Ul> U. S. "Peace Itloc" 


These 
two organizations, together 


with three others which operate out 
of New York City, are commonly re- 
ferred to as the "pacifist associations," 
or "the peace bloc." The other three 
are World Peuceways, the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation and the Keep Amer- 
ica Out of War'Committee. 


World Peaccways confines its efforts 


to advertisements and radio broadcasts. 
It has been given advertising space- 
in various publications and a num- 
ber of lop-flight advertising men 
among them, Bruce Barton—have do- 
initcd her help; as a result il lias car- 
ried on a .striking and forceful anti- 
war campaign. Head of the organizat- 
ion is Dr. Max Weis, 


The Fellowship of Reconciliation was 


organized during the World War to 
preach the doctrine of Christian bro- 
therhood.

New Election Law 


Is Explained Here 


Preferential Primary to 


Determine Democratic 


Nominees 


In an effort to prevent any mis- 


understanding on the part of the vot- 
ing public in regard to the approach- 
ing democratic primary election in 
the City of Hope, the City Central 
Committee has issued the following 
explanation in regard lo the prefer- 
ential primary Jaw enacted by the 
1939 General Assembly. 


Sec. 5( of Amendment No. 2!) to the 


Constitution o£ Arkansas, which a- 
mcndmcnt was adopled by the people 
of Arkansas at the General Election, 
Nov. 
8, 1939, provides: 


"Only the names of candidates for 


office 
nominated 
by an 
organized 


political party at a convention of de-- 
legates, or by a majority of all the 
votes cast for candidates for the office 
in a primary election or by petition 
of electors as provided by law, shall 
be placed on the bullols in any elec- 
lion." 


To carry oul this conslilulional man- 


date, the 1939 Gen. Assembly passed 
Act 372 sponsored by Sen James H. 
Pilkington and Rep. Boyd Tackett of 
Pike County and approved by Gov. 
Bailey on March 17, 1939. 


This Act provides thai where more 


than two persons aspire for the nom- 
ination for an office to which only 
one is to be nominated, there shall 
be held a preferential primary first. 


In Hope's city 
primary 
election 


four aldermen, a city attorney and a 
city recorder are to bo nominated, but 
on Nov. 28 only the names of. the 
men seeking Ihc office of alderman in 
Wards Two and Three will appeal- 
on Ihe ticket as there are two or less 
candidates for the nomination to all 
the other offices. 


.0 oi1 these men* shouTta"' obftiin 


more votes than all his opponents on 
Nov. 
28, he becomes the Democratic 


nominee. 


If not, the two high men together 


with all the candidates for the other 
offices will appear on the ballot at the 
second primary to be held on Dec. 
12, fourteen days after the preferen- 
tial primary, at which time the person 
receiving the greatest number of votes 
for each office will become the De- 
mocratic nominee.

on a bin scale in Ihe United States, 
nor have their normal orders in other 
lines increased very much, indicating, 


hey have large stocks in warehouses. 


Likewise, the Allies seem to have 


>lenty of farm stnples on hand, what 
with a world surplus of wheat and 
cotton to draw on, much of it in tUeir 
own colonies. 


On the other side the economists 


suggest that the Germans have neither 
the gold with which to buy American 
surpluses, nor the ships to carry pro- 
duels through the British blockade. 


That means business as usual In 


the United Slates—for some months lo 
come—unless actual warfare on a large 
scale begins eating into surplus sup- 
plies in the war zones.

WASHINGTON - 
What price the 


neutrality law? Listen to certain ship- , 
ping men wilh long experience, and 
you hear that the first effect may be an 
undercover scramble by AJiicrican ship 
owners to register their vessels under 
foreign flags. 


That legal device might keep Amer- 


ican vessels running on their regular 
routes in the minimum danger -/.ones 
prescribed by the neutrality law.

But it also means they would aban- j 


don the protection of the American 
flag and the United States navy.

A Practical Problem 
I 


Tlie shipping experts, are not, of 


course, attempting to pass on the 
question of whether it i.s right or 
wrung to have a neutrality law. That 
they are quite agreeable, is for con- I 
gross and the American public lo de- 
cide. But as a practical problem, they 
do insist that the law plays bavoc ; 
with the American merchant marine.]

Atlantic run.

Hitler May Try Italian's 
Plan for Aerial Warfare 


CWIFT, 
terrifying 
air 
raids, 
^ striking deep in allied countries, 
may follow Germany's unrestrict- 
ed submarine warfare, as Hitler 
attempts a "lightning war" thrust 
at the Western Front. 


Military authorities concede that 


such raids, if effective, would ma- 
terially help the Nazi offensive. 
But German airmen, attempting to 
disrupt communications, destroy 
supplies and factories and de- 
moralize civilian populations will 
not find their attack as,simple" as 
that of a submarine. 


The idea .follows a plan out- 


lined 10 years ago by an Italian, 
Gen. 
Giulio 
Douhet. 
Douhet's 


campaign called for wave after 
wave of massed bombers dropping 
tons of explosives on industrial 
and population centers "until our 
adversary's will and power to 
make war is destroyed." 


The Douhet plan, however, re- 


quires absolute control of the air, 
which will be difficult for the 
Nazis to obtain against the com- 
bined air strength of Britain and 
France. 
It also fails to consider. 


to any great extent, the air raid 
precautions which have become 
routine in every European capital. 


During the first weeks of war, 


false air raid warnings left Lon- 
don and Paris jittery. Under ex- 
pert supervision of Air Raid Pre- 
cautions workers, civilians were 
herded into shelters, and every- 
thing was made ready to fight fires 
and gas. The tension has ca.sed, 
as war progresses, but there has 
been no relaxation of vigilance. 


Berlin, too, may expect attack. 


The German capital has been 
training for air raids for two years

More Than One 


In (he vicinity of Washington arc 


tltn tombs of one or more unknown 
olcliers of each of America's major 
\v»r>\ In Alexandria, Virginia, just 
across the Polomac from Washin«ton 
and only a mile or two from Arling- 
ton, 
is buried an unknown .soldier 


of tho American revolution. His shrine. 
in I ho "old Presbyterian church' 'is 
finembercd by historians and many 
Kitriots but often forgotten by 'the 
niblic. 


Not far from the tomb of Hie un- 


known soldier of the World war, in 
Arlington, lie the tankled remains of 
01! unknown soldiers, Union and Con- 
federate, taken from a mass grave 
nt Gettysburg. 


The latest of America's unknown, 


"'ho died.on one of four great battle- 
fields in France in which American 
troops had a decisive part, was buried 
mly 18 years ago—just long enough for 


baby, to have become a soldier ready 


.or another war—if one must come. 
He is enshrined in the most impres- 
"ive of all (lie monuments lo Ainer- 
ca'.s unknown soldier dead. 


Peace Ocdcialloii 


Never was a nation more solemnly 


committed to peace than America on 
that Nov. 11, 1921, when we laid away 
in fresh-hewn granite the burly of a 
lad who had died unknown in a blood 
•eddencd struggle lo bring harmony lo 
my angry world. 


Where he came from, whether he 


was blond or black-haired, rich or 
humble, was unknown. He was one 
)f the 
1GOO or more American World 


war soldiers who now sare that im- 
pressive epitaph at Arlington: 


"Known but to God." 
He was one of four soldiers, one 


each 
from 
the 
battlefields 
of 
the 


Aisne-Marne, Meuse-Argonne, Sommc1 
and St. Mihiel, chosen from among 
all the 'unidentified American dead 
to symbolize what this country had 
tried to do. 


r'oiir Caskets 


The 
four soldiers, each "dead of 


gunshot wound in the body," were 


aligned in four caskets in a little 
French hotel at Chalons-sur-Marne. 


Into the room where they were went 


Sergeant Edward F. Younger, of Chi- 
cago, who for his outstanding ser- 
vice had been selected to designate 
which of the four would be brought 
to Washington for solemn entomb- 
ment. 


A French military band played out- 


side as he circled three time about the 
caskets, placed a wreath on the third 
Irom tiie left, saluted and withdrew. 
Assembled military commanders in 
turn .".-alulcd. The other three bodies 
were removed to lie forever unknown 
in France. That was on Oct. 24, 1921. 


Brought home on Admiral Dcwcy's 


'-Id 
flagship, the cruiser 'Olympia," 


the unknown arrived at the Wash- 
ington navy yard Nov. !). Two days 
later he was laid away in Arlington 
and all records of the event were lodg- 
, erl in a war 
department file upon 


which some unremcmbcrcd clerk scrib- 
bled. 


"Do not mutilate this 
file. It is 
sacred." 
And the day after the unknown, hi.s 
casket 
piled with medals, wa.s so 


prayerfully buried, representatives of
